as dark as dungeons since the raids, 
but that others, almost as palatial, j 
have been opened, 
it was r* ported 
today that A1 Brown, who formerly 
operated the casino at Taggart's p la ce ,1 
has * r* cted a fine hotel at Ft» nch Lick 
and that in the eont* r of it h** has 
equipped a b* nutiful gambling resort 
in which scores of handsomely dress­ 
ed women and men in dress suits 
gather every evening to play roulette, 
faro, keno and "the ponies." 
It is un­ 
derstood that th* 
only secrecy main 
talned Is as to residents of the val­ 
l e y . who are not permitted within tin* 
gilded parlors, for the reason that the 
proprietors of the place don't want 
to supply them with Information they 
might have to give to tin- grand jury 
should an investigation be made.

Ballard, the former gambler king of 
the valley, is said to have opened a 
gambling resent in connection with a 
hotel in West Bad* n, where the play 
has been heavy during the past two 
weeks. 
It is declared that the resi­ 
dents of th«* valley know about th** 
gambling resorts, but they do not ob­ 
ject to them and ar* not making any 
complaint» to the authorities at Paoll.
